Saui.tStk Marik, Mich., Sept. 0.— Tlia 
party of Rold soekers on the yueht Mary 
hell returned from Mlchlpicotcn Satur- 
day eveninsf, after havinfc been In tlio 
new Helds but three days. They say 
the newly discoTcred Kldorado is fully 
as rich as has been reported. There 
are 14 In the party, and all rc- 
sponsilde business men of this 
city. Knell of them secured 
claims upon which the pfold (junrtz 
promises biff return.s. in all the party 
will make application for 4,000 acres 
which was prospected and starred out 
while they were there. Many samples 
of'<juartz in which there was jyold as 
lar^ as pin heads can be seen, were 
broujfht back. The specimens were 
secured from different places on 
their claims which are scattered. 
tVhen the party arrived Tuesday nif^ht 
tliere were but six prospectors on the 
ffround at Lake Wawa, and they se- 
cured ffooil locations. They are jubi- 
lant over their Hnds and say that au- 
riferous deposit is evidently an im- 
mense one. Veins of Ismutiful white 
quartz, carrylnif free ^uld, exist almost 
every in the Lake Wawa rcffion. The 
orifi'inul find is an extremely rich one 
iM'yond doubt. 

The returninjf prospectors say that 
where the veins are laid bare the jfold 
particles can bo seen overj'where in 
the quartz. When the party left .Satur- 
day at least 200 prospectors had ar- 
rived, an<l they po.s.sed several parties 
ffulnif in. The shores of Lake Wawa 
were dotted with tents, and with- 
in the thri‘e days they were there 
a lively mining; camp had spcunif 
Into existence. A short distaned 
of the mouth of the Michipieoten river 
to Lake Wawa is not to exceed st'ven 
miles and the party experienced no dif- 
Ueulty in ffettinff in and oiiU With 
tlieir camp equippaffe the trip was 
made in about three hours. The road 
is a well defined one. The reports 
which the Mary Hell party brouifhthas 
si-t the two Soos wild with exciUunent 
and an exixltis to Klondike Junior will 
beffin Monday. 

A town site la being surveyed at 
Wawa aud p rm »a » at ir ,ns are be* 
ing made to care for the hundresfs of 
people who afe certain to flock to the 
region in the next few weeks. The 
next steamer leaves the Soo Monday 
afternoon and will hereafter mako 
three trips weekly. Another boat will 
lie put on the route if neees.sary and 
arrangements are lieing made to build 
u <lock at Michipieoten. Monday's Igiat 
will take up a big crowd of people, 
many of whom will have to sleep on 
the deck.

I emphatically say 
no. It is our duty to support our 
party, jirovided we have the proper 
men before u.s, but otherwise it is 
not, lur neither is one a boiler 
simply because he fails to support 
men w ho, perhaps, secured their 
noniinatinn tlirougli corrupt means.

HOW TO CARVE. 

To carve a lolii of veal or mutton be- 
gin at the small end and cut the ribi 
apart. A flllet of veal should be cut 
first from the top and In a breast ol 
veal (he breast and brisket should first 
be cut apart and then cut in pieces. 

A leg of mutton should he carved 
across the middle of the bone first and 
then from the thickest part till the 
gristle Is reached. A few nice slices 
can bo cut from the smaller end but 
It is usually hard and stringy. 

In carving fish practice is required 
In order to prevent the flakes from 
breaking. The choicest morsels of all 
large llsli are near the head; the thin 
parts come nejct; the flavor nearest 
the 1)0110 Is never equal to that on the 
upper part. A flsh knife should be used 
in carving. 

A sirloin of beef should he placed on 
tlie platter with the underent under- 
neath. Thin-cut slices should he taken 
from tlie side next tlie carver, then 
turn over the roast and carve from tin- 
dernealli. A portion of both should be 
helped. 

A Intigne should he carved in vary 
thin slices, its deliency depending on 
tills. The slices from the renter are 
considered the most tempting, and 
sliniild 1)0 cut across and the slieei 
taken from both sides .with a portion 
of the fat at the root. 

A haul can be served in several ways 
— by onlling long, delicate sMces 
through the thick fat down, to tbe 
hone; liy running the. point of llie knife 
in a circle in the middle nndi cutting 
thin, eirenliir slices, thus keeping Hie 
ham moist, or liy beginning at the 
knuckle anil slicing upward. The lost 
inode is the most economical.
